Mill Dam Plan 


But Will 


Be Challenged

Tuesday night, the Planning Board 
gave its approval to definitive plans for 
Mill Dam Estates, a subdivision to be 
located between Woburn Street and Rat- 
tlesnake Hill Road. 

While the action established the town’s 
clearance for development, it did not set- 
tle legal differences between the owners 
of the 61.9 acre piece of land and an abut- 
ter seeking access to his landlocked 
property. 

The approved plans for the Mill Dam’ 
Estates cluster subdivision include a 10- 
foot-wide permanent easement, which 
will originate at a cul-de-sac and cross 


. land deeded to the town for open space 
sunder the cluster division bylaws. Fol- 


lowing legal discussions between law- 
yers for both parties, owners John 
DeLoury and George Morey added the 
right-of-way to allow Karl and Charlotte 
Soderberg passage to their abutting 
landlocked 13-acre parcel of property. 

At 10 feet, the easement, which the So- 
derbergs maintain has been established 
by ancient deed, will be wide enough for 
a driveway. It will not support the build- 
ing of a road wide enough to serve future 
subdivision-style development of the So- 
derberg land. 

At the meeting, Karl Soderberg ex- 
pressed his discontent with the 10-foot 
easement, maintaining that his attorney, 
in dealing with the lawyer representing 
the owners of Mill Dam Estates, had not 
agreed to the width. 

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton ex- 
plained that she had tried to contact the 
Soderbergs’ attorney, but that he had not 
returned her calls. 

Soderberg said that his lawyer had 
been on vacation recently. 
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Jeton countered that she had tried to 
contact the attorney prior to his vaca- 
tion; those attempts, she said, had also 
been unsuccessful. 

To buoy his case for a wider easement, 
Soderberg handed the board a document, 
dated 1979, which he said characterized 
the land he had inherited from his grand- 
parents as a woodlot. The woodlot desig- 
nation, he maintained, would have 
required a wide access road—one wide 
enough to accommodate wood-bearing 
carts and rigs. 

‘“‘We have had previous situations of 
woodlots,”’ said Jeton; she stated that, in 
such cases, the presumed use of carts 
and rigs had made no significant differ- 
ence in the established width of a given 
path. 

Soderberg maintained that, given the 
potential for future development of the 
landlocked parcel, ‘‘It seems to me that 
it would be wiser for the town that that 
road be made a 50-foot road.’’ He then 
criticized the board’s actions in waiting 
until just prior to the Mill Dam definitive 
plan hearing in November to notify him 
that DeLoury and Morey were planning 
to develop their land. 

‘To clarify the problem, you were noti- 
fied properly,’’ said Chairman Margaret 
Bradshaw. She explained that state law 
does not require the notification of abut- 
ters for preliminary plans. She then 
called for a board vote on the definitive 
plan, saying, ‘“‘Our legal staff has ad- 
vised us to vote on the 10-foot wide ease- 
ment to your property...If there are 
further legal problems with this, they’ll 
have to be settled at a later date.” 

The vote for the plans—with the stip- 
ulation that there be a sidewalk on one 
side of the road for the safety of children 
walking to bus stops—was 40, with 
Bradshaw abstaining. A second vote,

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To Lecture At Academy 


Craig Whitney 


Phillips Academy will welcome Craig Whitney, PA ’61 
and assistant managing editor of The New York Times 
who will lecture for the 1986 Headmaster’s Symposium 
entitled ‘‘The Soviet Union: Beyond Stereotypes, toward 
Understanding.” Whitney, who served as a deputy foreign 
editor in Moscow between 1977 and 1980 will speak on 
Wednesday, Jan. 22, at 6:45 p.m. in Kemper Auditorium. 
The title of his address is ‘‘Will the Soviet Union Survive 
Until the Year 2000?”’ The public is welcome at no charge. 

Named assistant managing editor in September 1983, 
Whitney began his journalism career at The Worcester 
Telegram following his graduation from Phillips in 1961 
and Harvard in 1965 magna cum laude. After a three-year 
term in the United States Navy as public affairs officer, 
he returned to the Times as an assistant to James Reston 
in the Washington bureau. Whitney served as bureau chief 
in Saigon where he covered the 1972 North Vietnamese 
offensive and the short-lived ceasefire of February 1973. 

While in Moscow in June 1978, Whitney was accused in a 
Soviet law suit of slandering the Soviet State Radio and 
Television Committee in a news report about the televised 
confession of a dissident. The Times maintained that the 
article was fair and balanced and the Soviets, after con- 
victing Whitney and a colleague from The Baltimore Sun, 
in absentia, dropped the case. 

This year’s Headmaster Symposium is designed to offer 
a realistic view of Soviet culture offering speakers, films, 
exhibits and discussions. Although these events will take 
place primarily during April and May, upcoming “‘pre-

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Problems Cause Recycling D 


By Cynthia Hollenbeck 


Although Andover’s paper recycling pickups 
are still being handled by Graham-Bernier of 
Malden, the same contractor that has served 
this community with increasing efficiency since 
April 1985, changes in drivers and workers have 
caused unusual delays in the past several 
weeks. Early darkness, snowbanks along the 
roads, mechanical breakdowns, a series of holi- 
days and much longer ‘‘down time”’ because of a 
paper plant winter vacation shutdown have all 
compunded the problem. Unlike the trash collec- 
tion contractor, who has three trucks in Andover 
on any given day, the recycling contractor has 
to cover the same route with only one truck. 
Backup is not so readily available if the clutch 
goes out, as happened recently, or if a tire goes 
flat, as one did last week. 

Andover Recycling, Inc., telephone informa- 
tion volunteers suggest the following ways that 
residents can cooperate for better pickup: 

Always double or even triple bag or tie paper 
securely to ensure that it will stand up to wet 
weather, even if left out for several days. 

Put paper in the same clearly visible place 


each recycling period. Keep well apart from 
trash, do not bag in trash bags and do not cover, 
even if it rains. 

Leave paper where it is, even if you think you 
have been bypassed. Collections may continue 
long after dark and well after 5 p.m., especially 
on Mondays and Tuesdays. 

Pickups may be delayed until the next day. 
The driver tries to return to bypassed neighbor- 
hoods the next day or by the end of the week. If 
paper has been properly prepared, there is no 
need to bring it in at night. Cleanup work is done 
when equipment and workers are available and 
does not follow a predictable schedule. 

Some neighborhoods are picked up as early as 
7 a.m. Paper may be put out the night before. 

If it is snowing, be sure that recyclables re- 
main clearly visible. 

The recycling contractor, Andover Recycling, 
Inc, volunteers, and town hall personnel apol- 
ogize for paper pickup delays and wish to assure 
Andover residents that every effort is being 
made to deliver dependable service to all house- 
holds.

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Outing Club Concludes 
Successful Fall Program

The Saturday, Dec. 21, professional hockey game be- 
tween the Boston Bruins and Minnesota North Stars 
marked the second annual ‘‘Outing Club Night at Boston 
Garden’’ and brought to a close the 16th fall program. 

Since September, club membership grew to 125 students

Kim Gould, Jonathan Shine, Julia Worcester, Heather Ro- 
tondi, Steve Flaig, Carolyne Beaty, Terry Ray Colley II, 
Eric Begg and Anita Culver. 

The first activity of the season was a visit to Apple 
Acres, a commercial orchard in Windham, N.H. Students 
picked apples, observed processing and grading proce- 
dures and viewed cider pressing in the farm store. 

The second activity took students on a cruise 15 miles 
off the Atlantic coast to Stillwagen Bank aboard the 
‘‘Whale Safari’’ to get close-up views of humpback whales 
rollicking in their natural habitat. 

The 16lst edition of the Topsfield Fair was the third 
activity. Students toured the fairgrounds with stops at the 
Farmer’s Market, Touch & Tell Animaland, Sportsmen 
Show, Essex County Farmyard, chick hatching exhibit, 
competitive livestock show, 4H Club project demonstra- 
tions, beekeeping and other educational exhibits. Then, all 
received tickets for the amusement rides on the Midway. 

The fourth activity involved canoeing along the Ipswich 
River through the Ipswich River Massachusetts Audubon 
Society Sanctuary in Topsfield-Boxford. This meandering 
stream is one of New England’s most popular canoeing 
rivers. 

Mt. Chocorua in New Hampshire was the site of the fifth 


activity. Students climbed the peak, one of the most popu- 
lar in New England, enjoyed lunch and the scenic views 
from the summit. Catching the fall foliage at its peak was 
an added attraction. 

Collecting rocks and minerals at Ruggles Mine in Graft- 
on, N.H, represented the sixth trip. Students enjoyed ex- 
ploring the giant rooms and tunnels with arched ceilings 
in the world-famous, 179-year-old ‘‘Mine in the Sky.” 
While more than 150 different minerals have been recov- 
ered here, students were able to collect about 12-15 of the 
most common types found in New England. 

Mr. Taylor is the faculty advisor for the Outing Club. He 
is assisted by Mr. Staples and Mr. Darrin. They report 
that, ‘‘Plans are already under way to offer students a 
variety of interesting and exciting spring trips.’ 

The Outdoor Education Program won’t be completely 
inactive. A tour of French Canada (Montreal and Quebec 
City) has been planned for February school vacation.

The Religious Community 


Combined Services To Mark 
Church Anniversaries 


Christ Church and South Church, which rep- 
resent more than 400 years of worship in And- 
over, will have a combined service in 
observance of their respective anniversaries 
Sunday at 4 p.m. 

The service will start at South Church, which 
began its 275th anniversary celebration last 
week, and worshippers will proceed by candle- 
light across School Street at Central to Christ 
Church, which has been celebrating its Sesqui- 
centennial since last fall. 

The Rev. Westy Egmont will conduct the serv- 
ice at South Church in the ‘‘Old Congregational’”’ 
form. David Penner will lead the Psalter read- 
ing and combined choirs from the two churches 
will sing the Introit. After the procession to 
Christ Church, the Rev. James Diamond will 
preside over a traditional Episcopal Commu- 
nion Service. A reception will folow. 

The neighborly spirit of the two churches 
dates back to the early 1800s when an English 
immigrant couple moved to Andover. Mary 
Marland joined South Church, which had been 
the only religious institution in town since 1711. 
Her husband, Abraham, attended with her, but 
never joined, remaining true to his Church of 
England upbringing and a promise he made 


when he left Liverpool in 1801, to ‘‘plant my 
mother’s church somewhere in America if I 
prosper.” (Prosper he did, founding the famous 
Marland Manufacturing Co. in 1834.) 

Marland and fellow Episcopalians were allow- 
ed to gather for worship at South Church begin- 
ning in 1833 and, on August 6, 1835, the Episcopal 
Society of Andover met to appoint its first war- 
dens and vestry (Mr. Marland was one of the 
original wardens). 


This new parish preached a doctrine and prac- 
ticed a liturgy with which the long-established 
Congregationalism of Andover was not in sym- 
pathy. Yet, it is found in Christ Church’s ar- 
chives that at Christmas 1835, ‘‘Our good friends 
across the road not only offered the use of the 
church...but at a time when even a Christmas 
tree was an abomination to most Andovedrians, 
they allowed Bishop Griswold to conduct the 
service among Christmas lights and Christmas 
decorations according to our beloved ritual.”’ 

During 1837 and 1838, according to South 
Church records, 14 members were dismissed to 
become communicants of Christ Church. 

The public is welcome at Sunday afternoon’s 
service.

Temple To Mark King Birthday 


In recognition of the newest national holiday, 
Martin, Luther King Day, Temple Emanuel, 
Haggetts Pond Road, Andover, will mark the 
event with a Service of Recognition Friday, Jan. 
17, at 8:15 p.m. Many rabbis and congregations 
have chosen to follow the suggestion of the 
American Jewish Heritage Committee, which 
has designated this Sabbath to remember the 
birthday of this great human rights leader. The 
legacy of brotherhood which Martin Luther King 
left is still far from the goals it envisioned, but 
his life continues to remind all of the need to 
attain justice and equality for all. The role he 
played is indelibly engraved in the annals of 
American history. His dream of justice, equality 
and brotherhood, when it becomes a reality for 
all, will affirm a common humanity. 


Rabbi Roth’s sermon will be based on the 
Scriptural text in the Book of Exodus, Chapter 
10, Verses 22-23. This Biblical section is from the 
Bible portion assigned as the Scriptural reading 
for this Sabbath. 

A commentary to these verses speaks of the 
ninth plague which was visited upon the Egyp- 
tians, the plague of darkness, as more than sim- 
ple ‘‘darkness.”’ The tragedy was not in the 
darkness, but rather that the people refused to 
see the distress of others. People chose to ignore 
the plight of those enslaved and in so doing, re- 
fused to help them overcome their suffering. 
Those who could have helped chose not to see. 
They preferred to close their eyes, and in not 
seeing, felt no obligation to help. The parable 
between the biblical story and today’s world is 
still most troublesome.

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Parking Bylaw Guidelines To 
Be Defined By Zoning Board 


By Lisa Waterman 


The Zoning Board of Appeals will define the guidelines 
for parking regulations regarding some Park Street prop- 
erty. 


Bibliomania Trust, 68 Park St., aggrieved by the deci- 
sion made by the building inspector with regard to the 
number of parking spaces required by the Zoning Bylaw 
appeared before the board last Thursday evening. 

Members of the trust, Rosalie Dodd, Howard Yezerski, 
David Rodger requested the number of parking spaces, 29 
spaces, by the building inspector be changed to 25 spaces. 

The building inspector Sam J. DeSalvo, arrived at re- 
quired spaces from the new parking regulations that was 
instituted by town meeting. 

“The new regulation doesn’t give parking credits to 
businesses,’’ DeSalvo said. ‘‘The old bylaw allowed for 
parking credits, within so many feet of a town-owned 
parking place.” 

Businesses would be allowed to take a percentage of 
that parking, for instance in the parking area behind the 
Old Town Hall and in the Old Andover Village and other 
town parking areas. 

The new regulations, proposed by the Planning Board, 
does not give parking credits and if a business makes 
major alterations they must conform to the town bylaw 
and must provide parking. In cases of hardship, they can 
apply to the Planning Board for a special permit to utilize 
parking elsewhere, according to DeSalvo. If denied they 


can apply to the Zoning Board of Appeals for a variance. 

The new bylaw measures gross floor area, the footprint 
of the building from outside wall to outside wall. 

Bibliomania Trust wanted to have the two buildings that 
pre-existed to the bylaw subject to the old measurements 
and the newest building subject to the new bylaw. 

‘Businesses have to consider parking when they make 
major modifications. The bylaw was created by the Plan- 
ning Board to make businesses begin to modify plans to 
include parking, when they are in the process of major 
alterations or new construction, DeSalvo said. 

_ The board agreed to define the guidelines for the build- 
ing inspector. 

In other decisions: A tentative yes was granted to Bal- 
lardvale Company, Roy D. Umanzio and Christine Zand- 
er, 331 South Main St., for a special permit of Zoning- 
Bylaw to permit the conversion of a multi-family dwelling 
to a combined residential and business use. Premises af- 
fected are 174-176 Andover Street. 

A tentative yes was granted to: Thomas O. Childs, 244 
So. Main Street, for variance, to permit the construction 
of deck and bathroom at 73R River Street. 


A tentative yes, was granted to, Randolph Nursing 
Home, Inc., 102 Burnham Road, and Frank Andreoli, for a 
special permit for the operation of a nursing home under 
new ownership. 


Town Will Provide Transit 
To Private Schools In Fall 


Andover will be providing school bus transportation to 
private school students in accordance with the Private 
School Transportation Law, beginning in the upcoming 
Fall semester. 

The Private School Transportation law (Chap. 666) 
amends the Compulsory Attendence law and entitles all 
children who live two miles from the school they attend, to 
school bus transportation provided that they are legal res- 
idents of the town. 

“This is a safety not educational issue,’ Francis L. 
Paul, Business Manager said. ‘‘Health and safety should 
be wealth-free. Because a student can afford the tuition of 
private school education, he should not be discriminated 
against in the provision of transportation that is provided 
to public school students.” 

The state has provided one and a half million dollars out 
of the 55 million dollar state transportation budget to insti-

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Police Recovered $43,000 
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In Property Via 661 Arrests

The Andover Police Department made 
661 arrests in 1985. Major arrests  in- 
volved, over the past fifteen months, 
$43,000 of recovered stolen goods from 
Andover private citizens and merchants. 

One of the first major arrests of "85 
was made in January. An Andover man, 
who had been arrested four months prior 
to the arrest and who was then suspected 
of selling drugs out of his Stevens Street 
home, was again arrested on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 16., in North Reading, and lat- 
er in the week in Andover, this time for 
allegedly dealing. in cocaine and mart- 
juana in’ Reading and North Reading 
Police were quick lo credit neighbors in 
the arrest of Michael D. Roberts, 55 Ste 
vens St., who was charged with posses 
sion with intent to distribute a class D 
substance, marijuana; possesion of a 
class B substance, cocaine; conspiracy 
to violate controlled substance laws. 

Roberts ‘‘went into hiding” after the 
North Reading arrest, explained And- 


over Detective John Bernhardt, and po- 
lice couldn't find him after they secured 
a warrant for his arrest. Because And- 
over and North Reading are in different 
District Court jurisdictions, Roberts was 
arrested twice by police from both 
towns. 

Andover detectives Bernhardt and Da- 
vid Grant said that this second investipa- 
tion was a result’ of information. they 
received that Roberts was ‘in business 
again.” 

The arrests were what Grant said was 
a good example of neighborhood and po- 
lice department cooperation. Tt was the 
neivhbors who originally tipped the po- 
lice off, that September, to Robert's 
dealings from his home. Detectives 
watched his home from the newhborhood 
that fall. Before the arrests both Grant 
and Det. Kevin Winters had been watch- 
inv Roberts for about six weeks. Grant 
puessed the two men had put in some 140 
hours on the Roberts’ tnvestipation. 


As soon as Roberts was arrested in 
North Reading, his home was secured by 
the Andover Police detectives. The po- 
lice had heard evidence that the home 
might be destroyed following the arrest. 
The telephone kept Bernhardt and Has- 
tings busy while they searched Roberts’ 
home, said Bernhardt who puessed he 
took about 20 calls from: persons wanting 
to purchase cocaine in one and a half 
hours. The callers gave only their first 
names, said Bernhardt, and called to buy 
half-ounces of cocaine, which the detec- 
tive said sometimes sells for $800. 

Word traveled back to Andover fast as 
Bernhadt answered one call where the 
caller to the Stevens Street house said 
that Roberts had been arrested in North 
Reading and warned those in the house 
to leave. Also arrested) that) day was 
Frank Fedele, 23, 55 Stevens St., who, 
Bernhardt said, showed up at Roberts’ 
home at approximately 9:15 p.m., carry- 
ing 31 prams of cocaine with a street va- 


luc of between $5,000 ° and = $10,000. 
Andover Police charged Fedele with ma- 
jor trafficking of cocaine, which carries 
a three-year mandatory jail sentence; 
possession of cocaine with intent to dis- 
tribute, possession of marijuana and con- 
spiracy to violate drug: laws. 


In October, a five-week probe, under 
the direction of Det. Set. John Houlihan 
from the Andover Police Department 
and four other detectives, resulted in five 
arrests and a warrant for a man who was 
charged in connection with breaking and 
entering and larceny in Andover and one 
other warrant pending, making a total of 
eivht arrests 

The arrests may curb the flow. of 
housebreaks, business breaks and larce 
nies, that have been committed by a 
pany of alleged addicts residing in sceat- 
tered areas of Lawrence, Det. David

Parking - - Is It A Problem? 


There is an age-old matter which rears its ugly 
head every so often in the downtown area, 
namely parking. 

Now, with additional off-street parking areas 
provided, one must ask the question of whether 
or not there is a parking problem, at least for 
those who require such facilities for the proper 
conduct of business in the central business dis- 
trict. 

Somewhere along the line there is to be a thor- 
ough study of the town’s parking problems with, 
no doubt, some recommendations concerning 
their resolution. 

It is suggested that the principal matter to be 
addressed is the needs of the office workers, em- 
ployees and commuters. 

As far as shoppers and those visiting profes- 
sional offices in the downtown area, it would ap- 
pear that the current number of parking spaces 
available seems sufficient. 

Between the municipal parking lot off: Main 
Street and the new lot between Park, Barnard 
and Bartlet streets, there is ample, metered 
parking available to the casual downtown visitor. 
Sufficient time at a reasonable cost is provided in 
these lots. 

On any given day, even during busy weekend 
periods, empty parking spaces can be found in 
these lots. 

The same is true of the unmetered parking 
areas throughout the business district, with the 
possible exception of Saturday mornings. 

Banks, which attract considerable business 
during the weekend, provide sufficient parking 
for customers. No doubt, some customers will do 
other errands and leave their cars in the bank lot, 
but this hardly presents major problems, as a 


matter of fact helps the downtown parking situa- 
tion. 

What seems to be needed is an examination 
about what to do about those employed in the 
downtown area and those who commute to and 
from Boston daily and leave their cars in the 
downtown areca. 

While metered, and in some cases unmetered 
spaces go begging, side streets are filled and in 
some cases plugged with automobiles lined on 
both sides of the street. 

This is particularly true on the upper end of 
Park Street, where, on occasion it is problemati- 
cal that emergency equipment could make safe 
passage as is required. 

Other side streets present similar problems. 

There had been some talk in recent months 
about the possibility of putting a parking garage 
within the Main Street municipal lot. But, to date 
it has been only talk. 

There was also sugpestion of obtaining additio- 
nal spaces through acquisition of some = [¢lm 
Street property, but there has been no movement 
in that direction. 

No doubt, all of these sugyestions are awaiting 
a decision on whether to have a consultant exam- 
ine Andover’s parking problems or appoint a lo- 
cal study committee. 

Whatever the situation, it would seem the time 
is proper to take some sort of action. 

The problems presented by the all-day parker, 
which would appear to be at the base of the 
town’s problems, will only intensify as time 
passes. 

Therefore, it behooves Andover administrators 
and planners to initiate positive action in examin- 
ing this issue.

The winter’s most severe snowstorm: struck Andover 
last Saturday and Sunday, with a total of 16 and 3-4 inches 
falling.

it is expected that tonight the work will be complete. The 
storm cost the town $5,945 up to last night and today's 
cleaning-up will put the cost well above the $6,000 mark.

THE VALUE OF BASIC 


Part two 


First, a little background information. It is no 
secret that video entertainment, particularly mov- 
ies, are sold and resold to the public several times. 
Initially, you may pay ticket prices to see a movie 
in a theatre; video-cassette rental is next, the time 
lag determined by box office success. After rental 
profits subside, cable will purchase the rights, and> 
eventually, re-sell the movie rights to broadcast 
television. At each step, the movie becomes cheaper 
and more accessible for the viewer. This system 
exists because the cost of producing movies or TV 
shows is extraordinary. Network television has been 
using this system for years; a show like M*A*S*H 
was produced and aired at a loss for each eipsode, 
but the dollars are retrieved when the episode goes 
to syndication across the country. Independent sta-. 
tions purchase these network episodes because of 
their popularity; the Nielsen ratings which measure 
viewership will be high. Viewers is what the station 
is after - more viewers means charging advertisers 
more money for commercials, and advertising reve- 
nue is a station’s bread and butter.

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amount of crime within the last five or 
six weeks in Andover and surrounding 
areas, according to Det. Winters. 

In November, nine thousand dollars 
worth of cameras, antique silver flat- 
ware, calculators, wallets, walkmans, 
and skateboards, taken from dorm 
rooms and dining commons of Phillips 
Academy, South Main Street, during ten 
different incidents, was recovered by the 
Andover Police. In addition, 15 cases of 
vreaking and entering were solved by 
Andover detectives and charged to nine 
Andover youths. A five-week investiga- 
tion, under the direction of Sgt. Det. John 
Houlihan working with Det. David 
Grant, Det. Joseph Hastings and Det. 
Kevin Winters, climaxed with informa- 
tion that led to the nine youths during the 
first week of November. The young peo- 
ple in question, clean-cut kids who en- 
tered unlocked dorm rooms and put 
items in book bags and walked out onto 
the campus, according to Grant. They 
would fit-in with the Phillips’ students 
agd enter the dining commons and take 
siudents’ book bags, when the students 
were unaware. The young people in ques- 
tion were asked to come into the station 
and return the stolen items, according to 
Sgt. Det. Houlihan. Two of the 16-year 
old youths were linked to two burglaries 
to private residences, with a third still 
under investigation, according to Det. 
Sgt. Houlihan. All the items from the 
Phillips Academy thefts have been re- 
covered and claimed by their original 
owners. 

In December, five Andover detectives, 
in a co-operative effort with the Boston 
Police, State Police and the Essex Coun- 
ty Drug Task Force out of the Lawrence 
Drug Task Force, seized a man on Mon- 
@ay, Dec. 16, in a West Andover Business 
Park with a quarter of a million dollars 
of very pure cocaine. The seizure of two 
pounds, five ounces of uncut, rock co- 
caine — that had probably begun the Mi- 
ami-to-Boston drug route in Columbia — 
was the largest amount of cocaine seized 
in the Merrimack Valley int the last two 
years, according to State Police Staff 
Sgt. James Jajuga, supervisor of the 
Lawrence Drug Task Force. The cocaine 
was taken from the rented car of Anun 
Fernandez, 35, 196 Broadway, Lawrence. 
Fernandez, a citizen of the Dominican 
Republic, who stands over six-feet tall, 
was arrested without a struggle, accord- 
47g to Jujuga. 

andover joined forces with the other 
departments in the last stages of the 
three-week investigation, according to 
Andover Police Sgt. Jack Houlihan. Fer- 
nandez, a first-time offender and inspec- 
tor for Hewlett-Packard, Minuteman 
Drive, was arraigned in Lawrence Dis- 
trict Court and charged with trafficking 
in excess of 200 grams, which carries a 
mandatory sentence of ten years. Bail 
was set at $100,000 cash. 

The eight task force officers were 
joined by Andover detectives, Sgt. Jack 
Houlihan, Kevin Burke, Kevin Winters, 
Joe Hastings, John Bernhardt and David 
Grant, who worked with the Boston Po- 
“ice on the case. 

“Tt was a cooperative effort that jelled 
together perfectly. The Andover Police 
are real professionals,”’ Jajuga said. 

Teamwork between patrolmen and de- 
tectives make the Andover Police an ef- 
fective force, according to William 
‘“‘Mac”’ Mackenzie, a patrolman for the 
past five years on the Andover Police 
farce, who works the ‘‘busiest shift,”’ 5 
p.m. to 1 a.m. 

“We are a visible deterrent and make

the immediate response,” Mackenzie 
said. ‘‘We get the call on a housebreak 
and we make the immediate general in- 
vestigation, looking for footprints and 
other evidence. Did they use a car or 
leave on foot, did any of the neighbors 
see it happen. When technical help is 
needed, we call in the detectives, who 
have the equipment to make finger- 
prints, take photos, and do the footwork 
to track down the stolen items.”’ 

A burglary report is filled out, with a 
narrative from the victim, by the patrol- 
man. When a copy is sent down to the 
Detective Division, an officer from there 
will do a followup investigation within a 
week’s time. 

‘‘We look for the methods, how the 
break may relate to other breaks,”’ Det. 
Sgt. Jack Houlihan said. ‘‘We study the 
map and see if there is a concentration of 
burglaries in a certain area, canvass the 
neighborhood and talk to all types of 
neighbors, ‘‘did they see anything,” a 
car or any form of common denomina- 
tor. 

“Often the burglar will ring the door- 
bell to see if anyone is home. If the door 
is answered, they will ask directions to a 
street that is close by,’’ Houlihan said. 
‘‘When we canvass, we try find out if this 
has happened in the neighborhood, show 
pictures and try to find a starting point. 
Then we talk with other departments and 
compare breaks, trying to find a similar 
nature and area.” 

‘Sometimes during routine stops for 
traffic violations, drugs are found,” 
Mackenzie said. ‘‘When we arrest them, 
they might give us information that the 
detectives, who have the time and equip- 
ment, can expound upon. They can get a 


search warrant and make a good ar-. 


rest.” 

Part of the patrolmen’s routine, is 
checking the locks after closing of the 
town’s businesses. A lot of the time, 
when the doors are open, breaks have 
been committed. 

‘‘We know then. The merchant doesn’t 
have to wait until the morning to find 
out.”” Mackenzie said. ‘‘Visibility is im- 
portant, when someone is checking out 
the building for a possible break and sees 
you checking it along with him, it’s a de- 
terrent.” 

Internal alarms can be dangerous for 
the patrolman, according to Mackenzie, 
“If an alarm rings within the house or 
business, the burglar will often leave 
right away, if it only rings in the police 
station, we may be able to take him by 
surprise, one on each side of the house. 
You never know what will happen,” 
Mackenzie said. 

People are often careless, not leaving 
lights on, not telling the neighbors that 
they will be away, allowing eight or nine 
newspapers to pile up on their front 
steps, making their house a good pros- 
pect for a burglar, Mackenzie said. 

‘“‘Andover Police Chief James Johnson 
works to get new equipment, most cars 
have radar units, we have a statewide 
computer system, and a town computer 
system that can check a motorist for any 
violations or complaints made against 
him or by him within the town.”’ 

In 1985, there were 267 warrants issued 
from the Andover Police Dept., 157 ar- 
rests for operating under the influence; 
29 arrests for transporting liquor while 
under the age of 21; 12 larcenies of a mo- 
tor vehicle, 13 arrests for possession of 
cocaine; 2 for possession of heroin; 8 as- 
saults with a dangerous weapon; 2 as- 
sault and batteries; 3 arrests for 
indecent assault; 6 for receiving stolen 


property; 1 unarmed robbery; 15 larce- 
nies, five involving juveniles; 12 opera- 
tions after revocation of license; 12 
operating without a license and 11 ar- 
rests operating after suspension of a li- 
cense.

That the southerly boundary line along Chandler Road of the Industrial D district 
bounded by the Merrimack River is relocated to the following position: 


Beginning at a point two hundred (200) feet east of the center line of Brundrett 
Avenue and three hundred (300) feet north of the center line of Chandler Road, 
extending in an easterly and south-easterly direction along a line located three 
hundred (300) feet north of the center line of Chandler Road for such distance as 
will cause the relocated boundary to intersect three hundred (300) feet north of the 
center line of Chandler Road with the existing eastern boundary of said Industrial 
D district where it meets the Single Residence C district. 


or pass or take any vote or action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE . 
To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Article VIII, of the Town 


By-Laws, as follows: 


(1). That a new Section VIII.C.2. is inserted to read: 
‘2. Planning Board Special Permits: 

a. Applicability: The Planning Board shall act as the Special Permit granting 
authority for the following Special Permits: 

(1) Reduction or change in location of parking spaces required in the GB district, 

under Section VI.A.6.h of this By-Law; 

(2) Cluster Development, under Section VI.D. of this By-Law; 

(3) Removal or Regrading Incidental to Subdivision Development, under Section 
VI.E.1.2.(a), (b), (c) of this By-Law; 

(4) Attached Cluster, under Section VI.0.6 of this By-Law; 

(5) Certain uses in the Retail Priority Overlay District, under Section IV.C.2.c of 
this By-Law; 

(6) Certain uses in the Watershed Protection Overlay District, under Section VI.P. 
of this By-Law. 

b. Application: The Planning Board may, from time to time, establish and amend 
the form and content and general filing instructions of the applications for Spe- 
cial Permits which it is empowered to grant. The form of application and gener- 
al filing instructions shall be filed with the Town Clerk and the Department of 
Community Development and Planning. 

c. Public Hearing: 

(1) The Planning Board shall hold a public hearing in conformance with the provi- 
sions of M.G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 9 and with the provisions of the Andover 
Zoning By-Law; 

(2) The public hearing shall be held within 65 days after the filing of the applica- 


tion; 

(3) Notice shall be given by publication and posting and by first-class mailings to 
“parties of interest’’ as defined in M.G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 11. 

d, Decision: 

(1) The decision of the Planning Board shall be based on: 
i. the specific standards described in the section of this By-Law which corre- 
sponds to the type of Special Permit sought from the Planning Board; 

ii. the Special Permit criteria stated below in Section VIII.C.3. of this By-Law; 

(2) The decision of the Planning Board shall be filed with the Board and the Town 
Clerk within ninety (90) days following the close of the public hearing; 

(3) Failure of the Board to act within ninety (90) days shall be deemed a grant of 
the permit applied for; 

(4) Issuance of the Special Permit shall require a two-thirds vote of the Planning 
Board if its full membership exceeds five (5) members, a vote of at least four 
(4) members if its membership is five (5) members, and a unanimous vote if 
its full membership is three (3) members.” 


(2) That existing Section VIII.C. subparagraphs 2., 3., 4., and 5., are renumbered 
subparagraphs 3., 4., 5., and 6. 
or pass or take any vote or action relative to any of said proposed amendments. 


ARTICLE 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Article VIII of the Town 
By-Laws, as follows: 

(1) That Section VI.A.3. is deleted in its entirety and replaced with a new section 
VI.A.3. to read as follows: 

‘*3. Design Standards: 

a. Dimensions: Parking spaces and maneuvering aisles shall be laid out in compli- 
ance with the minimum dimensions set forth in the following table:

61 to 90 degrees 9’ 18" 24

Parallel* 8' 22' 14’ (one-way) 


20’ (two-way) 
*To be counted as a required parking space, a parallel parking space shall have a 
maneuvering space at least 20’ deep in front of it in an aisle parallel to and abutting 
such parking space. 
b. Layout: 

(1) Access to and egress from all parking areas shall be only via driveways which 
meet the design standards of Section VI.A.3.c.. 

(2) All portions of all parking spaces, loading areas and maneuvering aisles shall 
be set back a minimum of five (5) feet from any street or way and a minimum 
of five (5) feet from any property line. Curbs, wheel stops, screening or similar 
barriers shall be installed along the setback line for parking and loading to 
prevent vehicles from being parked or driven within required setback areas or 
required landscaped areas. 

(3) Each required off-street parking space and loading area shall be designed so 
that any motor vehicle may proceed to and from said parking space or loading 
area without requiring the moving of any other vehicle or the passing over of 
any other parking space or loading area. 

(4) Each parking area shall be designed to provide a circulation system within the 
lot so that all vehicles may exit from and enter onto the adjacent street or way 
by being driven in a forward direction and no vehicle shall be required to enter 
or leave by backing. 

_(5) All required parking spaces (except those for residential uses in districts MF, 
SRA, SRB & SRC) shall be marked to provide delineation between parking 
stalls and aisles. 


c. Driveways: 

(1) The maximum number of driveways permitting entrance to and exit from a lot 
shall be limited to two per streetline. 

(2) The minimum width of a driveway used for two-way traffic shall be 24’. The 
minimum width of a driveway used for one-way traffic shall be 14’. The maxi- 
mum width shall not exceed 30’. 

(3) Driveways shall be located so as to minimize conflict with traffic on public 
streets and where good visibility and sight distances are available to observe 
approaching pedestrian and vehicular traffic. 


d. Loading Areas: 

(1) An adequate number of off-street loading areas shall be provided for any use 
which may be serviced by delivery vehicles. 

(2) Loading areas shall be located in side or rear yards only. 

(3) Each loading area shall be located separately from employee and customer 
parking and shall be designed to protect pedestrian safety and avoid traffic 
conflicts with vehicles within, without, and entering and leaving the lot where 
the loading area is located. 

(4) No area may be utilized and counted as both a required parking space and a 
required loading area. 

(5) Each loading area shall consist of a bay measuring at least 30’ long, 12’ wide 

and 14’ high if covered and a maneuvering space equal to the length of the bay. 

. Additional Standards for General Business District: 

Where alternative access locations are feasible, parking lot driveways shall not 
provide access onto Main Street unless granted a Special Permit by the Plan- 
ning Board upon its determination that such access onto Main Street is dictated 
by consideration of safety, congestion or conflict with other premises. 

. Additional Standards for Industrial Districts: In all Industrial districts, the fol- 

lowing shall apply:

(3) Each parking area shall have interior landscaping areas, primarily planted 
with trees, equivalent in size to five (5) per cent of that parking area’s total 
pavement area; 

(4) There shall be no more than thirty (30) spaces in any uninterrupted row; 

(5) The size of a parking space may be reduced to eight and a half (842) feet wide 
by eighteen (18) feet deep which shall be in addition to areas required for 
driveways, loading, walks and circulation if the parking lot is to service all-day 
parkers. Uses which generate frequent parking space turnover shall be re- 
quired to have the standard size parking spaces (nine (9) feet wide by eighteen 
(18) feet deep).”’ 

(2) That Section VI.A.6.i. and Section VI.A.7.c. and Section VI.A.7.d. are deleted in 
their entirety, since they are superceded by the new Section VI.A.3.

REPORTING INSTALLMENT INCOME 


If you sell a piece of 
property and the mon- 
ey will be paid to you 
in, say, three equal in- 
stallments, how should 
you report the gain on 
your tax return? 


You can either re- 
port your gains each 
year you receive them, 
or you can report the 
entire gain on your tax 
return for the year in 
which the sale was 
made. Often you can 
save taxes by delaying 
your income with an in- 
stallment sale 


On your tax form, 
the return of your origi- 
nal investment is un- 
taxed, your profit will 
probably be taxed at 
capital gains rates, and 
any interest from the 
installment sale is 
counted as ordinary in- 
come. 


However, if you 
claimed accelerated 
depreciation deduc- 
tions, they will be par- 
tially ‘‘recaptured,”’ 
meaning you must now 
report some of those 
deductions as ordinary 
income. According to 
the new rules, these 
recaptured deductions 
must be reported as of 
the year of the sale 
and not in installments. 
Be careful: You might 
have a big tax bill, and 
not get all your money 
for two more years.
